South Carolina in congress, or in fact, of 
all other southern tfates, is illegal. 
There is no doubt of this.’ Article Four, 
teen of the constitution expressly pro­ 
vides that representatives shall be ap­ 
pointed among the several states accord­ 
ing to their respective numbers; aud it 
likewise expressly provides that when 
the right to vote at any election for the 
choice of electors for president, repre­ 
sentatives in congress, or state officers, is 
denied to any of the mile inhabitants of 
suoh state,

of age, 
the 
basis 
of 
represen­ 
tation 
in 
congress 
8h?il 
be 
reduced in the proportion which the 
whole number of male citizens twenty- 
on a years of age in such state. 
This is a plain provision of constitu­ 
tional law. 
Official returns of elections 
in the southern states show that the 
right to vote at naticnal and congres­ 
sional elections is denied to a very large 
portion of citizens. 
There is no rigb^ 
and no justice rn the faot that it shall 
take four votes in Wisconsin to count for 
as much as one vote in cue of the ex- 
slave and rebellious states. The abridg­ 
ment of the right to yote make the elec­ 
tion of congressmen a farce in the south; 
aud it is nothing but a political outrage 
and a strangling of jattice to allow pres­ 
idential electors to vote for president and 
vice president when the electors have no 
representation.

W orll. Khedivo is a Bersian-Arabic word, 
meaning K ing, and Moliamed Towfik occu­ 
pies much tho same position now as thel'har- 
aohs did in tho days of Mosos and Josoph. 
It is truo that ho is in a measuro the vassal 
of tho Sultan, to whom ho pays a tribute 
of about $3,77)0,OOO a year, and that ho 
has also several European advisors who 
keep sharp watch over tho revenues of his 
kingdom to see that a groat part of them 
go to pay tho interest on tho dobt which 
his predecessors and his Govorment havo 
contracted and which aro held by tho bank* 
ors of Europe. But ho is, nevertheless, tho 
King of Egypt, and as Kings go to day, 
ho has more power than most of tho 
monarchs of Europe. 
His residence in 
Cairo is a grand palace with hundreds of 
rooms filled with magnificent furniture. 
Ho drives about tho city with soldiers 
carrying swords, riding prancing horses 
in front of his carriage and with a score 
of cavalry following behind. 
His personal 
expenses aro limited to £7)00,000 a year, 
and ho has several palace.; outside of tho 
one which ho occupies in Cairo.

Packings cf 200 cases of Housatonic Ila 
vanna seed were sold at 26;., and some 
250 cases of Connecticut broad leaf at 
from 21c. to 22c.

Tbt>y am ounted to *bi»ut350 
cases and brought from 10c. to lie . 
It may be stated in connection with the
